Pistol and Ked Banner Placed in 
Hands of Figure of Savior 
as Child.

MADRID, Aug. 12.—The Govern- 
ment guard in charge of the Churcn 
of San Jose has transformed the 
two-foot statue of the Christ Child 
in the portal of the church, into a 
symbol of Communism. 

The word “dinamita” (dynamite) 
has been rudely written on the 
globe on which the foot of the 
statue rests. A pistol has been 
bound to the raised right hand. In 
the left hand, held aloft, has been 
placed a red banner. 

Red pants with blue suspenders 
and a belt with cartridges have 
been placed on the figure. 

Underneath is a placard reading: 
“I have betrayed the Fascists be-

FROM BRITISH 


United States Pair-Oared 
and Four Are Badly De- 
feated in Opening Trial 
Events.

GRUNAU, Aug. 12. Taken 
awarese by a strong British chal- 


lenge, the University of Washing- 
ton's crew turned loose its power 
‘today and cracked ali Olympic rec- 
ords {n winning the first heat of 
-eight-oared rowing competition. 

Trailing thost of the way after a 
siow start, the Huskies flashed 2 
sensational spurt and overhauled 
the British in the last few strokes, 
io win by a scant half length in 6 
minutes 4 seconds 

Thie time smashed the Grunau 
course record of 6.09, set by the 
Hungarians, as well as the former 
Olympic standard of 6.03:2 estab- 
lished by California at Amsterdam 
in 1928. The British, rowing a beau- 
4iful race, also were under both rec- 
ords with their clocking of 6.01:1. 

The victory qualified the Huskies, 
Poughkeepsie champions, for Fri- 
day's final, but it took all the pow- 
er they had to make the grade. 

With the etroke oar, Don Hume 
of Olympia, Wash., still under 
weight as a result of a severe cold, 
the Huskies started slowly and 
trailed the field during the early 
stages as the Japanese, with their 
fantastically high beat that ranged 
hetween 40 and 50 strokes to the 
minute, set the early pace. 

25,000 Cheer Winners. 

Great rBitain pulled into the lead, 
however, after 1000 meters, and 
Washington, finally hitting its 
stride, pulled out after them. They 
found the Britons disinclined to 
come bac kto them, and Hume had 
to send the beat up to 38 in a great 
finishing drive, to send the Huskies’ 
shell across the finish line in front 
as 25,000 spectators yelled their ap- 
proval of the stirring battle. 

Far back of the leaders trailed 
France, clocked in 6:11.6; Japan, 
6:12.3, and Czechoslovakia, 6:28.6| 

Hume, who acaled = only 158 
pounds, seven pounds under his best 
weight, was “all out” after the hard 
finish. The rest of the crew waited 
nearly a minute after the finish 
to give Hume a chance to regain his 
breath before starting for the boat- 
house where Al Ulbrickson, the 
coach, greeted them quietly with 
“swell work, boys.” 

“That was a much harder race 
than we expected,” Ulbrickson said 
later. “The effect on Hume is the 
only thing that’s worrying us but I 
believe the extra day’s rest will 


un- 


bring him around. He's been a 
sick boy but has been recovering 
his strength steadily desipte' the 


fact he still is much under weight. 

“The boys rowed the race exact- 
lv as ordered but the opposition was 
tougher than we had looked for. 
Still, half a length is. pretty good 
against this competition.” 

Likely All-Time Record.

Four former chairmen of the 
board insisted that it had the inherent power to do so. 

9. Instead, the board appointed deputy commission- 
ers to appear at the polis to challenge any ghosts 
that might appear and, in doing so, followed the 
perilous course of permitting many of these deputy 
commissioners to he recommended by committeemen 
and committeewomen. 

10, Apart from their responsibility for the fraud 
situation, members of the Election Board, in violation 
of their function as umpires, “have taken an active

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MR. NAGEL ON TOLERANCE. 

It was a pleasure to quote on this page yester- 
day a part of the admirable address made recently by 
Charies Nagel of St. Louis, Secretary of Commercé 
and Labor in the Taft administration, before the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board in New York City. 
Apart from his discussion of the role of Govern- 
ment, Mr. Nagel had some things to say about human 
| rights and tolerance to which attention may also 
be directed. 

Describing the promotion of special loyalty oaths 
for teachers as “just a gesture,” Mr. Nagel pointed 
out that the legislative bodies now requiring such 
oaths of teachers have taken similar oaths to sup- 
port the Constitution for a century and a half. “And 
who,” he asked, “will say that he has discovered a 
beneficial result?” 

In a time when pressure groups would regulate the 
thinking and utterance of their fellow Americans. 
there is a special value in his words on individual 
rights. We quote: 

The press demands its liberty to publish its 
papers untrammeled by Government. But there 
are others whose liberties are denied; not only 
industrialists and the press. There are individ- 
uals who are not strong enough to assert them- 
selves. Some of them are incarcerated ... We 
must be tolerant with people who think they 
have ideas, and there is a broad distinction be- 
tween tolerance and toleration. Let them talk it 
out. The soap box is a safety valve. If I had my 
way, I would have a soap box at every fifth cor- 
ner and invite everybody who suspects himself of 
harboring an idea to talk it out, 

We must meet realities. We must recognize, 
for illustration, that we have no real equality. |- 
This is a popular slogan; but it is not true. Prov- 
idence has taken care that nothing so monoto- 
nous shall be imposed upon the world. We are 
different in genius, different in appearance, dif- 
ferent in fortune, different in misfortune, all of 
which creates disparities for which we cannot ac- 


count, 
Instead of having each take advantage of the 


prerogative that has been given him at the cost 
of his neighbor, it is for him to ameliorate as 
far as he can the inequalities that have been 
visited upon others. If I cannot rejoice in the 
realization of “| dreams through the triumph 
of another I have missed a way to happiness. 

The true rule is that every denial of the right 

of another is an encroachment upon my own 

right, and if I do not see that I may live to see 
the day when the same denial! of justice will be 
applied to me. 

Admirerys of the late Justice Oliver Wendel! 
Holmes will recognize in this passage evidence of an 
intellectual kinship between Mr. Nagel and the great 
Judge who graced our Supreme Court for 30 years. 
Justice Holmes always stood ready to accord “free- 
dom for the thought that we hate.” Mr. Nagel takes 
the same stand. So must every American who be- 
lieves in the guaranties of the Constitution.

Time for a New Start in Foreign Policy 


---- 


Suggestion by Dr. Butler that this country call a world economic conference to avert 
catastrophe is called impractical and dangerous; writer says a new start must be 
made in this field by educating Americans to support an enlightened foreign 
policy; thinks best way to co-operation is by showing necessity of trade abroad.

S president of the Carnegie Endowment 
Acc: International Peace, Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler has just made a report to 
the trustees of that organization on the state 
of the nations. It is a disturbing message, 
declaring in effect that the world stands on 


the brink of another war and that collective - 


action is imperative to prevent the worst ef- 
fects of another economic collapse. Dr. But- 
ler recommends that the United States take 
the initiative in calling an international eco- 
nomic conference in an effort to avert the 
threatening catastrophe. 

Dr. Butler does not exaggerate the critical 
situation, and his diagnogis is undoubtedly 
correct. At bottom, the world’s troubles are 
economic. Underneath all the political tur- 
moil is the distress of masses of peoples and 
the precarious financial condition of the va- 
rious governments. All nations have about 
reached the limit of borrowing to stave off 
disorder, made inevitable by disruption of in- 
ternational trade and normal activities. 

But when Dr. Butler proposes an inter- 
national economic conference, to be initiated 
by the United States, he seems to pe getting 
away from realities. He is asking a Demo- 
cratic administration to make a gesture in 
the field of international affairs that would 
be politically dangerous and might do more 
harm than good under existing conditions.

At this time when the Republican party, as 
Dr. Butler recently said, has adopted the 
most reactionary platform in its history and 
all of civilization faces a crisis that may 
bring on another war, the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace might examine 


its own record and methods to see if it has. 


been following the course best calculated to 
further the cause to which it is committed. 

As we see the problem, the policy of the 
United States is the most important single 
factor in the world situation. We have a 
President pledged to the policy of the “good 
neighbor” and a Secretary of State who has 
worked earnestly and courageously to pro- 
mote peace and economic rehabilitation. But 
neither the President nor Secretary Hull can 
move. faster or’ go farther than public opin- 
ion will permit. It is all very well to say 
that they should boldly seek to lead the 
world aright; but Woodrow Wilson tried to 
do just this and failed tragically. 

The task ahead is to educate the American 
public to the point where it will support an 
enlightened foreign policy. This cannot be 
done by starting with campaigns for the 
League of Nations, the World Court or even 
for international stabilization of currencies. 
The best move that some of the peace organ- 
izations in America could make would be to 
drop such names as “Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation” and “League of Nations Associa- 
tion,” and begin all over in a commonsense 
effort to show Americans that it is to their 
interest to co-operate with the rest of the 
world in order to put men to work in the 
United States.

We need to begin all over in our seaport 
cities, on our farms and in our industrial 
centers and attempt to show that the surest 
way to provide employment for Americans, 
to make subsidies unnecessary and avoid 
“regimentation” in agriculture and industry 
is to go back to the norma! ways of. trade 
that have always served to advance the gen- 
eral welfare. This normal progress was a» 
sured through the building up of foreign 
trade for our surplus goods. This means 
naturally that we must take foreign goods 
in return. It does not mean free trade or 
anything like it, but it does mean freer trade. 

In this work, the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace could perform a real 
service. The place to work for peace is here 
in America, not in Europe. The way to do it 
ig not by trying to entangle the American 
people in foreign politics but by appealing 
to their self-interest. Few people understand 
the complications of economics or foreign 
exchange, but all mature Americans under- 
stand what is meant by trade. Before we 
have another economic conference, American 
public opinion should be mobilized behind 
the administration so that it could provide 
real leadership in such a gathering.

unding up workers for American 
mines and mills, with promises of 
gold to be picked in the streets, so 
in the last decades, and especially 
during the war and post-war booms, 
similar agents drew upon the plan- 
tations of the South. They went into 
rural agricultural areas\ where Ne- 
grees lived on the land or in the 


villages closely attached to the 
land, and where at an extremely 
low standard of living they, never- 
theless, had a degree of content- 
ment and security, and _ enticed 
them to the North, away from the 
only occupations for which they had 
been trained, by promise of high 
wages. 


In terms of purchasing power the 
wages turned out to be low, indeed, 
except for extraordinary periods. 
But hundreds of thousands of Ne- 
groes left their homes in these years 
and emigrated northward into in- 
dustrial sections. Then when the 
boom collapsed they were ruthlessly 
discharged to become a burden up- 
on Northern communities. Where 
jobs were available they were giv- 
en to whites unless the Negro 
would work for far less money. It 
is these Negroes, among whom the 
rate of unemployment is higher 
than in any other group, who hold 


so important a political position. 


The Negro vote is notoriously 
venal. How could it be otherwise? 
Ignorant and illiterate, the vast 
mass of Negroes are like the lower 
strata of the early industrial immi- 
grants, and like them are “bossed” 
and “delivered” in blocs by venal 
leaders, white and black. Paul 
Ward, writing in “The Nation,” 
says: “Only members of the upper 
crust are politically free agents. 
The rest do not. vote. They 
the higher price.”

status of the Negro. Conditions for 
Negroes are relatively no _ better 
North than South. Ignorant, dis- 
ease-ridden, they have been .  dis- 
criminated against along all lines 
and by all classes, including the 
trades unions who fear their power 
to undercut wages. The North, 
which “liberated” them, freed them 
to starve. The whole sharecropping 
system of the South, which has 
now branched out to include poor 
whites, together with blacks, is the 
post-bellum answer of a defeated 
nation to an intolerable and seem- 
ingly insoluble situation created by 
the War Between the States and 
its aftermath. In New York City 
the only jobs open to Negroes are 
domestic service and the heaviest 
and most unpleasant forms of 
menial labor. Nowhere will you find 
Negro chambermaids or waiters in 
good hotels. And jammed into the 
restricted area of Harlem they have 
the highest rate of unemployment 
and tuberculosis, and pay the high- 
est relative rents and prices for 
food, of any people in the metropolis. 
And what is true of New York is 
true of every city in the country

There has never been a national, 
regional, state or local program for 
dealing with the Negro problem. 
There has been no long-range plan 
ning, no statesmanship.

| Marjorie H. Black Discusses a Subject of Jokes and Fallacies

ISS MARJORIE H. BLACK 
Me: the home economics divi-

“We maintain chemical and bacteri- 
ological laboratories in San Fran- 
and Washington, 
which is our headquarters. We 
work with all experimental colleges 
studying to improve raw materials. 
‘We study chemical reactions to de- 
termine the exact temperature of 
heat needed to penetrate to the 
center of a can while preserving 
natural acids and other food values. 
Perfectiy canned food is fresh food 
cooked correctly under sterile con- 
ditions. Tin is just as safe a con- 
tainer as glass, porcelain or crock- 
ery. And yet the fallacy persists 
that food in sealed sterilized con- 
tainers deteriorates and that food 
left in an open can is likely to be- 
come tainted more quickly than 
food removed to a container which 
more than likely has not been 
sterilized. 

“This mistaken idea,” continued 
Miss Black, “has been encouraged 
by some canners who on their 
labels say, ‘Remove contents of can 
as soon as opened. That is, of 
course, because the canner wants to 
be on the safe side. If food is al- 
lowed to spoil he wants it to spoil 
in some other container than his 


own so the can can't be blamed. 


“Cans are sterile. Dishes are 
not. That’s the whole answer to 
that question. , 

“Another mistaken idea,” she 
went on, “is that the liquid in which 
vegetables are canned should be re- 
moved, the vegetables rinsed. Much 
of the substance of a vegetable goes 
into the liquid in which it is 
cooked. To throw away this liquid 
is wasteful. 

“Then we meet the question, ‘Why 
are the linings of some cans. dull, 
others bright?’ Dull enamel is used 
for light or colorless vegetables such 
as corn, asparagus, white beans, 
which sulphur would turn dark. 
Bright enamel is used for bright- 
colored products such as strawber- 
ries, cherries, beets, to keep their 
color bright.” 

Miss Black, who for all her dig- 
nified bearing; her scholastic de- 
grees from Columbia and Wiscon- 


sin Universities and her experience 
as a teacher of domestic sciences 
for six years, is not without the 
human touch which makes her pop- 


ular aS a speaker before women’s 
clubs, on the radio and as a news- 
paper writer on household subjects, 
then took up the question of the 
housewife who is accused of being 
lazy and shiftless when she _ so 
readily resorts to the can opener.

Fruits and vege- 
tables are fresh picked and. proc- 
essed in the shortest possible time, 
within three or four hours from the 
time they are cut, as a rule. Foods 
brought to markets, passing through
